6. No temperance plank of any kind, 
inasmuch as the present legislation Is 
sufficient, or because the party should 
not recommend laws restricting per­ 
sonal liberties. 
The resolutions committee will meet 
Immediately after the district meetings 
Wednesday morning. 
The convention 
program calls for a report at the open­ 
ing session Wednesday afternoon, but 
1t is thought that the report may have 
to be withheld until Thursday morn­ 
ing so that the committeemen may 
have Wednesday night to get the tem­ 
perance plank in final shape.

tourniquet to the stump of Sllverstein’s 
mangled arm and thus prevented his 
bleeding to death. 
If Silverstein recovers he will be 
placed on trial for murder In the first 
degree for killing Ignatz Hildebrand, 
who it now appears was an innocent 
bystander attracted to Union Square 
park by curiosity.

The following letter from Postmaster Ben. L. McFarlan is 
of* interest to all our subscribers who receive their paper by mail; 


Rushville, Ind. Jan.gth, 1908. 
To The Publishers of The Republican: 
Your attention is called to the 
following changes in the Postal Laws effective April 
1st. 1908. 
Section 436, Paragraph 
3. 
A reasonable time will be allowed publishers to secure renew­ 
als of subscriptions, but unless subscriptions are ex pressly renewed 
after the term of which they are paid, within the following periods: 
Dailies, within 
three 
months; 
Semi-Weeklies,¡within nine months; 
They shall not be counted in the legitmate list of subscribers and cop- 
pies mailed on account thereof shall not be aoccptcd for mailing at the 
second class rate of postage of one cent a pound, but may be 
mailed at the transient rate of one cent for each copy , prepaid by 
stamps affix ed. The right of a publisher to ex tend credit for subscrip­ 
tions is not denied or questioned, but his compliance or non-compli­ 
ance with this regulation will be taken into consideration in determin­ 
ing whether the publication is entitled to transmission at the second- 
class postage rates.

This course is not a lav of our own but of Uncle Sam’s and 
there is no getting around it by ns, if we want ¡to send our papers 
through the mail. 
On April first (time set by Uncle Sam) we will have to discon­ 
tinue all papers that are not paid up to that time, (April ist, 
1908 ).

We would ask that any subscriber whose red tag on the paper 
does not read Miaplo 8”^or later, give this matter their immediate atten­ 
tion.

To help prevent such disasters as 
the recent Coiiinwood school fire is 
the ob ject of a trained nrmj* which is 
now b eing organized throughout the 
state of New York. 
“To teach ordinary care and fore 
thought for the prevention of accident 
and what to do in moments of danger 
to prevent injury or loss of life” is 
one of the main purposes of the 
Grand 
Legion of the Red Cross, in which rejF 
resentative young men in every com­ 
munity are to b e enrolled. 
W ith the 
lesson of the Coiiinwood school fire In 
mind, every effort is b eing made b y 
the organizers of This movement in 
New* York to place Its services b efore 
the people of New York state as quick ; 
ly as possib le. 
Four or more legions, each with four 
relief columns, 
six teen detachments 
and six ty-four squads, will compose 
the legion, which is to b e counted upon 
j 
as an effective arm of the American 
National Red Cross. 
With 250 men 
and 104 officers in each legion, drawn 
from the most active and pub lic spir­ 
ited young men in the state of New 
York, it is e x a c te d that the organiza­ 
tion will goon b ecome a great power 
for saving life. 
By drilling in first 
aid tactics and spreading knowledge 
of simple hygiene and prevention of 
accident its memb ers are preparing to 
enter the service of each of their com­ 
munities. 
The first legion has already 
b een formed in New York city, and the 
second is organizing. 
Major Charles Lynch of the general 
staff of the United States army, an au 
thority on Red Cro ss work, is person­ 
ally 
assisting 
in 
the 
preliminaries 
After serving with the Japanese army 
through the Russo-Japanese war as.a 
representative of the medical depart 
ment of the arm y Major Lynch is 
placing his ex perience at the disposal 
of this new life saving army of Now 
York state. 
Secretary of War Taft, 
who is president of the American Nn 
tional Red Cross, will soou address hi 
New York city a mass meeting of 
those interested in this feature of tin* 
organization’s work. 
“As an arm of the Red Cross (n 
time of war it is ex pected that the 
Grand Legion of tills state (New York) 
will prove of great value to the eouu 
try,” said Charles W. Hurd, field agent 
of the movement, at Its headquarters 
In New York eitv the other day. 
“ Its

Pro po sal to Create One In an Old E u ­ 
ropean Province. 
Esperanto enthusiasts, 
those 
folks 
who are endeavoring to estab lish a 
universal 
language that api>ears to 
the. ordinary individual to b e quite as 
ab struse and unwieldy as Sanskrit, 
will gain some encouragement from 
the novel suggestion made b y Profess­ 
or Roy, tin* French Esperantist.

urges the estab lishment of an Inde­ 
pendent Esperanto state in Europe. 
The site he has selected for his ex ­ 
periment Is on a neutral strip of ter­ 
ritory which lies on the frontier b e­

Weather Expert Predicts That In Time 
Certain Vessels Will Be Compelled 
to Carry Wireless Outfits and Inter­ 
change Messages. 


Willis L. Moore, chief of the wear her 
b ureau, says the time is coming when 
ocean transportation will b e far safer 
than riding on a street car Is today. 
He made this statem ent to the com­ 
mittee on agriculture of the house of 
representatives when he was called on 
to ex plain the needs of his b ureau 
during the coming fiscal year. 
Pro­ 
fessor Moore told the committee that 
It is only a m atter of time when the 
governments of the world will compel 
everj ship ab ove a certalu tonnage to 
carry a wireless instrument and opera­ 
tor and require each ship to transmit 
all messages received b y it, says a spe­ 
cial W ashington correspondent of the 
Now York P ost 
When tl Is is done, 
he said, the danger of ocean travel 
will be greatly minimized. 
This comment of the chief of the 
weather b ureau was made in reply to 
a question asked b y 
Representative 
Scott of Kansas, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on agriculture 
Mr Scott want­ 
ed to know If during tiie hurricane 
season, when messages were received 
from the W est Indies and the Atlantic 
coast, 
warnings 
were sent b y the 
weather b ureau 
to vessels passing 
along the coa« t. 
Professor Moore said this was done, 
tii*9 wireless telegraphy b eing under 
the control of the navy departm ent 
The wireless messages are flashed out, 
and vessels within a distance of 30u 
miles receive the warning. 
lie de­ 
clared that the competition of differ­ 
ent wireless companies results in det­ 
riment and inconvenience and that it 
is essential that the government step 
In and control the tm t « mission and re­ 
ceipt of wireless messages, 
“We had 
a case a few years ago,” he said, “of 
a ship that was disab led and sent a 
wireless message, and it was ‘received 
b y a competing wireless company and 
* was suppressed.” 
While he was not prepared to advo­ 
cate 
the 
governm ent ownership of 
wireless telegraphy systems, Profess­ 
or Moore said It was essential that 
the government should control these 
systems. 
When such control is ex er­ 
cised, he saUl, a storm will l>e located 
aud Its direction shown to all vessels, 
“The message will go out,” said Pro­ 
fessor Moore, “ that a storm Is center­ 
ed along the south line of coast, mov­ 
ing along the gulf stream , increasing 
In intensity, and the vessel’s master 
will say, ‘We will sail around thuL* 
When the time comes that we will g» t 
ob servations from the entire Atlantic 
ocean b y wireless telegraphy through 
one ship repeating to another its ob ­ 
servations, we will b e at>te to send in­ 
formation to the entire Atlantic ocean. 
Messages will b e repeated b ackward 
from ship to ship: ‘Storm In such part 
of the ocean. 
AH else serene. 
Sail 
yo )r course.’ 
AH ships outside of 
that region will feel easy, b ut every­ 
thing coming into that region wilt 
har© to look out. 
It will render ocean 
transportation far safer thau ridiug on 
a street car Is today.” 
W arnings of storms destructive to 
commerce on the ocean and on t!’* 
great lakes are made with far greater 
accuracy than are predictions of rain 
and snow, Professor Moore said. “Th# 
predictions of rain and snow,” he said, 
“are all that you see in the daily pa- 
peis, and these warnings of storms, 
which go direct to the mariner and 
are given b y tings and special b ulle­ 
tins, are tho most valuab le part of our 
work.” 
“Wtafit Is your per cent of error in 
prcd let ions?” 
asked 
Representative- 
Rucker of Missouri. 
“Twelve per cent of error in the gen­ 
eral forecasts you see printed,” was 
the reply. 
“Twelve times out of a 
hundred you can criticise the weather 
b ureau If you w ant to. and if you look 
only at the errors you might think it 
was not worth very much, b ut the 
man who Is in b usiness, the man who 
is shipping, can take that and say. ‘I 
cafl afford to work on that when I 
know the error is 12 per cent* lie has 
learned to discount the element of error 
and goes ahead and uses it in his b usi­ 
ness. 
The people living around and 
near the great stream s that are liab le 
to overflow can use our warnings, for 
there we do not make 12 per cent of 
error; we do not make 5 per cent of 
error.”

BODIES SEALED WITHIN 


Hanna Mine Closed to Smother Out 


the Flames. 
Hanna, Wyo.. March 31.—The official 
list of the victims of the explosion in 
the coal mine here Satu rday, given ou t 
b y the Vnion Pacific Ccal company, 
contains sixty-two names, and it is b e­ 
lieved that at least eight others met 
death in the mine. 
The entrances of the mine where 
the dead miners are entomb ed have 
b een sealed, and u ntil the fire is smoth- 
red or some method is devised for lift­ 
ing the deadly gases which fill the 
workings and it b ecomes possib le to go 
down the slope and fight the flames at 
close qu arters no effort to enter the 
mine will he made. 
Great forces of 
men are lab oring at b oth slope en­ 
trances removing wreckage. 
So powerfu l were the b lasts of b u rn­ 
ing gas that the lining of the slopes 
was stripped and hu rled forth to fall 
in fragments over a wide expanse of 
prairie. Timb ers as large as telegraph 
poles were b roken 1,000 feet from the 
pit. 
The condition of the b odies recov­ 
ered preclu des the possib ility that any 
of the men in the mine su rvived the 
second explosion. It is estimated that 
this dou b le disaster will cost the op­ 
erators not less than $500,000. 
The 
explosion of 1903 cost the company 
more than $1,000,000. 
It Is annou nced now that this mine 
will b e ab andoned and sealed as soon 
as the b odies are recovered. There Is

Dou b le Tracking of the Tr« nfi» « J*rlfin 
Railway. 
After many years* consideration the 
plans of the Ru ssian ministry of com­ 
mu nication for dou b le tracking the 
Transsib erian rou te have recently b een 
approved b y the St. Petersb u rg govern­ 
ment. 
It is proposed to lay a dou b le trark 
from the station of Omsk to Baikal 
station and from Tau chai to Karym- 
skaja. to reb u ild the mou ntainou s sec­ 
tion of the rou te b etween Atseb insk 
and Irku tsk, to increase facilities b oth 
for crossing and rou nding Lake Baikal 
and to raise the general efficiency of 
the whole line. 
The cost of dou b le tracking the line 
from Omsk to Atscb insk is estimated, 
exclu sive of transportation of goods, 
whfofi necessitates no cash ou tlay, at 
28.019.000 ru b les, or ab ou t $13,000.000, 
says Harper’s Weekly. 
This means a 
cost of 27,700 ru b les per verst over the 
distance of 1,132 versts. 
(A verst is 
3,500 feet.) 
The coet of the second 
track on the Transb aikal sections will 
b e heavier. 
From Irku tsk to Lake 
Baikal and from Tau chai to Manchu ria 
48.140.000 ru b les are needed for the 
1,235 versts, or an average of 39,000 
ru b les per verst. 
The same rate per verst is also given 
for the section of the line to Karyra- 
skaja. 
The expense of Installing an 
additional track on the Atscb insk- 
Irku tsk section, together with recon­ 
stru ction of the mou ntain section, will 
cost, exclu sive of transportation of ma­ 
terial, 67,148,900 ru b les. 
This su m 
b rings the cost of the u naltered line 
to 31,180 ru b ies and of the reb u ilt line 
to 83,400 ru b les i*cr verst Aside from 
all this, some 
3,000,000 ru b ies are 
wanted to b etter the ferry system 
across Lake Baikal.

It was stated in chronologi­ 
cal order, beginning with 1868 and con­ 
tinu ing to the present time. 
It was 
written in long-hand, closely written 
and difficu lt to read. Prof, Elliott had 
su bmitted records of pelagic sealing 
several times and they had always 
been printed as pu blic docu ments. 
Therefore whe n Senator Foraker was 
asked to have the alleged “official rec- 


ord" printed, he made the requ est in 
the u su al form, and did not take the 
trou ble to read it. Yesterday he made 
apologies to Vice President Fairbanks 
and several senators. It was not u ntil 
the paper came ou t in printed farm 
yesterday that its character^ became 
known. 
It was fou nd to reflect npou 
the integrity of the presiding offic r 
of the senate and u pon members of th e 
senate and hou se and other govern­ 
ment officials. It transgressed one cf 
the established thou gh u nwritten rif s 
of both hou ses of the congress, and 
cau sed a sensation of no small magni­ 
tu de.

give the state a forest area of nearly 
9 20,000 acres, says a forest serv ice bu l­ 
letin. 
The forest is 011 the div ide be­ 
tween the Arkansas and White 
riv ers. 
The area Inclu ded In the new forest 
is for the most part covered with u n­ 
broken stands of hardwood and short 
leaf pine, estimated to be worth not 
less that $1.500,000 as It stands and 
may bring $5,000,000 If properly han­ 
dled. 
The new forest brings the total area 
of the national forests In the United 
States to 104,903,555 acres, practically 
all in the Rocky mou ntain and Pacific 
coast region and all of It west of the 
Mississippi river.
